Washington, Feb., 4.—It recenty nas
become known that the Russlan gov-
<roment has placed an-order with the
steel trust for 100,000 tons of steel
rails, and has placed with a half dozen
different companies in this country
orders for 250 locomotives and 1,000
rallway cuars, mostly for freight. Its
sagents have been negotiating with at
least two of the transcontinental com-
panies for transportiation of this ma-
terial to Vieidvostok. ‘The contracts
provide «that all of the ralls shall be
delivered at the latter port during ths
<coming summer and in frequent in-
staliments. The locomotive builders
are to have a year and a half to com-
plete thelr contracts, delivering the
last instaiiment before the closa of
navigation at Viadivostok in 1906
The cars are to be dellvered before |
the close of navigation in 1905, which |
